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El reforms 
unfair? 


Rural areas struggling. 

Premier pans lack of 
consultation on changes

Premier Darrell Dexter said 
federal reforms to employ¬ 
ment insurance seem to un¬ 
duly target seasonal workers 
in rural Canada. 

But because the province 
wasn’t consulted on the re¬ 
forms, announced Thursday 
by Human Resources Minister 
Diane Finley, Dexter said it re¬ 
mains to be seen what effect it 
will have on already-struggling 
rural areas of the province. 

“It is hard to know at this 
point,” Dexter told reporters 
Thursday 

“They seem to be saying 
there’s some widespread abuse 
that needs to be fixed. The 
people whom they most seem 
to be targeting are actually 
those who are in seasonal jobs. 
That’s not an abuse, that’s part 
of the rural culture of Canada.” 

The reforms create three 
categories of applicants for 
employment insurance. The 
categoiy that most seasonal 
employees would fall into — 


Seasonal employment 


20,000

those who’ve applied for El 
more than three times in five 
years — would be told to take 
a job within 70 per cent of their 
normal salary within six weeks 
of applying for assistance. 

But Dexter said the fact 
seasonal employees — such 
as fishers or farmers — apply 
for assistance isn’t due to fi¬ 
nancial imprudence on their 
part. It’s simply the nature of 
the business. 

“This appears to penalize 
them because they live in ru¬ 
ral communities and work in 
seasonable jobs,” said Dexter. 
“And I don’t think that’s par¬ 
ticularly fair.” 

Another provision within 
the reforms requires businesses 
to seek out unemployed Can¬ 
adians rather than employing 
temporary foreign workers. 

“This all comes back to 
the question about why don’t 
you consult with people, and 
maybe find out what the cir¬ 
cumstances actually are in the 
various provinces,” said Dexter.

Escaped convict 
recaptured after 
brief pursuit 

A 46-year-old man 
escaped the Cape Breton 
Correctional Centre on 
Thursday, only to be 
recaptured a short time 
later about 500 metres 
from the facility, 

Dan Harrison, spokes¬ 
man for the Nova Scotia 
Department of Justice, 
said the man, who 
was on remand at the 
facility, made his escape 
while he and other of¬ 
fenders were in the facil¬ 
ity’s exercise yard. 

The escape occurred 
just before 3:30 p.m. 

Harrison said correc¬ 
tional officers witnessed 
the escape and were able 
to quickly lock down the 
facility and round up the 
offender in a wooded 
area near the centre in 
Gardiner Mines, near 
Sydney. 

Cape Breton Regional 
Police officers were also 
on the scene and the of¬ 
fender was turned over 
to their custody. 

He was returned to 
the centre after being 
examined by a doctor to 
ensure he suffered no 
injuries. 

Harrison said no 
injuries were reported 
involving centre staff. 

The offender will be 
facing additional char¬ 
ges. His name was not 
released. 

An internal investiga¬ 
tion has been launched 
by the department and 
a final report into the 
escape will be made 
public. 

Cape Breton Cor¬ 
rectional Centre is a 
medium-security facility 
that was opened in Feb¬ 
ruary 1975. 

It has a maximum 
capacity of 96 sentenced 
or remanded male 
offenders, along with 
102 full- and part-time 
employees.

A mid-afternoon shooting on 
Quinpool Road left one man 
injured on Thursday. 

Sean Alexander, owner of 
Fitness FX, was in the back 
room at around 2 p.m. when he 
heard several loud bangs and 
thought at first that someone 
was banging on the door. 

It turns out it was four or 
five gun shots coming from the 
small parking lot next door. 

“Because it’s one of the 
only (parking lots) on Quin¬ 
pool Road you get a lot of 
people who park here that 
shouldn’t be, but there’s 
never any issues with any vio¬ 
lence,” he said, adding that 
it’s scary that it happened in 
the middle of the afternoon. 

A black Cadillac stopped up 
the street by the former Block¬ 
buster and police approached it 
with guns drawn, according to 
a witness. One person was ar¬ 
rested and another was taken 
to the hospital with a non-life- 
threatening injury to an ex¬ 
tremity. 

“We’re investigating a 
shooting so for officer safety 
both individuals were ar¬ 
rested and taken out of the 
vehicle,” said Const. Brian Pal- 
meter of the Halifax Regional 
Police. “We determined one 
was the victim and the other 



person may be a witness, but 
since we’re in the early stages 
we’re going to (confirm) that 
over the next little bit.” 

Within an hour after the 
shooting, a second vehicle 
was stopped in Dartmouth in 
the area of Victoria Road and 
Albro Lake Road. 

“One person was taken 
into custody and a second per¬ 
son fled the vehicle on foot 
and we’re currently search¬ 
ing for that individual,” Pal- 
meter said late Thursday. 


That evening, police re¬ 
leased the man they arrested 
in Dartmouth, according to 
Staff Sgt. Bill Morris, but aren’t 
ruling out charges as they con¬ 
tinue to investigate. 

Morris also said investiga¬ 
tors were still waiting to speak 
with the victim, who remained 
in hospital. 

On Quinpool Road Thursday 
afternoon, police blocked off 
the parking lot next to Fitness 
FX while forensic identification 
officers searched for evidence.

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Students aren’t putting down

A new study says Halifax’s 
low retention rate for inter¬ 
national students serves as 
one of its biggest opportun¬ 
ities for growth. 

The Greater Halifax Part¬ 
nership study, which assesses 
the municipality’s economy, 
quality of life and sustain¬ 
ability, said Halifax boasts the 
region’s largest number of 
international students at just 
over 6,000. 

But Fred Morley, executive 
vice-president of partnership, 
said students are not putting 
down roots in the municipal¬ 
ity post-graduation. 

“That means it’s a great 
opportunity to be working 
on retaining more students,”

According to the report, 
Halifax ranks second to 
Victoria for having a high 
percentage of people who 
use public transportation 
(about 12 per cent) or active 
transportation (11 per cent) 
to get to work. 


said Morley, adding that job 
security plays a big role in 
whether or not students stick 
around. 

Dubbed the Halifax Index, 
the inaugural report consid¬ 
ers the city’s economic strat¬ 
egy and measures Halifax 
against five other Canadian 
cities: St. John’s, Quebec City, 
London, Ont., Regina and Vic¬ 
toria. 

The report found that 
about 94 per cent of resi¬ 
dents are satisfied with their 
life — second only to Quebec 
City — but do not feel a sense 
of community belonging. 
Morley said many residents 
identify with their individual 
communities rather than the 
municipality as a whole.

“In Halifax, we’re a big 
community. We’re the big¬ 
gest in Canada,” he said. “But 
people refer to themselves as 
‘I’m from Dartmouth’ or ‘I’m 
from Halifax.’ ” 


The report said commercial 
development has increased, 
but 96 per cent of the new de¬ 
velopment was located outside 
of the urban core. 

Consequently, it suggests 


investing more in downtown 
development. 

It also recommends in¬ 
creasing population density 
in the urban core where 
infrastructure and municipal 


services, such as public tran¬ 
sit, already exist. 

Morley said the index is 
meant to create a dialogue 
about community progress and 
opportunities to improve. 


El Nino may cool Atlantic’s hurricane season 



Hurricane season is already 
on the go. 

The Canadian Hurricane 
Centre in Dartmouth is pre¬ 
dicting nine to 15 named 
storms this year, with the 
first one, Alberto, already 
making an appearance. 

It’s unusual to have a hur¬ 
ricane in May but it does hap¬ 
pen, said Bob Robichaud, a 
meteorologist at the CHC. 

Alberto formed in tropical 
waters over the long week¬ 
end and fizzled out earlier 
this week. 


Robichaud said they pre¬ 
dict four to eight storms will 
be hurricanes and one to 
three will be major storms. 

“And that’s right around 
the average,” he said. 

The average number of 
named storms in the Atlan¬ 
tic is 12, and in 2011 there 
were 19 named storms — 
four of them major hur¬ 
ricanes. The biggest hit to 
Nova Scotia was hurricane 
Irene last August. 

If an El Nino — involving 
warmer-than-normal water 


temperatures — comes into 
play, it will significantly reduce 
the number of hurricanes this 
year, Robichaud said. 

“Some of the forecasts for 
El Nino have been delayed a 
little bit to later in the fall,” 
he said. 

“So this year, even 
though we’re in a period of 
high hurricane activity, if 
that El Nino develops then 
we’ll probably be looking at 
the lower end of that nine 
to 15.”

Operating budget 


School board to 
slash 75 jobs to 
counter shortfall 

The Cape Breton-Victoria 
Regional School Board 
has approved an operat¬ 
ing budget that will cut 
75 positions, including 44 
classroom teachers. 

The board passed the 
budget at a special meet¬ 
ing Tuesday evening. The 
board saw a 2.1 per cent 
reduction in provincial 


funding in 2012-2013, a 
decrease of $2.86 million. 
Boards were also directed 
to absorb cost pressures 
such as negotiated wage 
increases and inflation, 
bringing the total shortfall 
to $4.4 million in 2012- 
2013. “We’re trying to 
do everything we can to 
protect the programming 
and support for students,” 
superintendent Ambrose 
White said.

“You can predict as many 
medals as you want, but 
when it comes down to it, it’s 
those 17 days where you have 
to perform.” 

Le May Doan was in Hali¬ 
fax on Thursday to speak to 
community members at the 
Salvation Army’s Hope in the 
City Leadership breakfast. 

Le May Doan, a two-time 
gold medalist in speedskat¬ 
ing, is the first and only Can¬ 
adian to defend a gold medal 
at any Olympic Games.

Disturbing conditions.

An Indian Brook woman who 
was jailed for public intoxi¬ 
cation and later died follow¬ 
ing a stroke was left lying on 
the cement floor of the lock¬ 
up for four hours in her own 
urine, a review of the Truro 
police’s handling of the inci¬ 
dent has concluded. 

The investigation, or¬ 
dered by provincial Justice 
Minister Ross Landry last 
August, found Truro police 
did not properly monitor 
Victoria Rose Paul’s health 
while she was in custody 
three years ago. 

The 44-year-old resident

was arrested Aug. 28, 2009, 
outside a Truro bar for public 
drunkenness and was taken 
the following day to a Hali¬

After she was brought to 
jail, she settled down and fell 
asleep. But three hours later, 
she fell off her bunk onto the 
floor “and continued to move 
around as if in distress,” the 
report said. 

When the officer in 
charge of the lockup visited 
her cell nearly five hours 
after she was jailed, Paul’s 



underpants had partly fallen 
off, she had lost control of 
her bladder and was incoher¬ 
ent. 

“It was not normal prac¬ 
tice to place and leave a 
person in custody on the 
floor for over four hours, not 
normal practice to leave a 
person in custody in contam¬ 
inated clothing,” the report 
said.

Vessel death. TSB probe 
says deckhand was not 
wearing safety gear 


A Shelburne County deck¬ 
hand who fell overboard near 
Cape Sable Island last year, 
while the vessel he was on 
was heading to East Pubnico, 
was not wearing any safety 
equipment, says a Transporta¬ 
tion Safety Board report into 
the incident. 

The May 3, 2011, inci¬ 
dent happened early in the 
morning when 33-year-old 
deckhand Ward Wiclcens of 
Bear Point was lost overboard 
from the fishing vessel Silver 
Angel. His body was never re¬ 
covered. 

The fisherman fell over¬ 
board while retrieving a 
paravane stabilizer. The cap¬ 
tain, the only other person 
on board, made several un¬ 
successful attempts to rescue 



the crew member. 

As for how the deckhand 
fell overboard, the report says 
the investigation was unable 
to determine with certainty 
what caused him to fall into 
the water. But it concludes

The torpedo-shaped 
snalcehead, capable of 
snapping up mammals 
two-thirds its size in its 
wide and toothy jaw, has 
apparently been seen in the 
muddy lagoon of Central 
Park, but it eluded govern¬ 
ment fishermen sent to reel 
it in on Wednesday. 

Crews from the Environ¬ 
ment Ministiy, the Ministry 
of Forests, Lands and Natur¬ 
al Resource Operations, and 
the City of Burnaby tried 
several methods, including 
running electric currents 
through a lagoon to shock 
all the fish and scoop up 
any unwelcome species.

Inspiring. Helene 
Campbell became the 
face of organ donation 
after attracting celeb 
endorsements 


A young woman whose inspira¬ 
tional advocacy for organ do¬ 
nation has garnered attention 
around the world gushed with 
gratitude Thursday at her first 
public appearance since receiv¬ 
ing two lungs seven weeks ago. 

At a news conference, 
Helene Campbell did a little 
happy dance to demonstrate 
her remarkable recovery from 
near death. 

“I’ve named my lungs ‘Grati¬ 
tude’ — attitude with a little 
‘grrr,’” Campbell said. “I’m just 
so grateful.” 

In the space of six months, 
Campbell, 21, of Ottawa, went 
from skydiving and travelling 
abroad to someone who could 
barely walk. 

She was diagnosed with a 
degenerative hardening of the 
lungs — ideopathic cystic fibro¬ 
sis — a condition of unknown 
cause that was quickly suffocat¬ 
ing her. On April 6, after just 
10 weeks on the organ waiting 
list, she underwent a trans¬ 
plant. 

On Thursday, a small scar 
on her throat and a husky voice 
were the only obvious signs of 
her dramatic journey. 

“My voice is not fully back 
— it’s a little more raspy than 
usual, but I have a voice and 
I’m able to breathe, and that 
for me is a miracle,” she said. 

“I can take a shower stand¬ 
ing up — that is the best thing 
I’ve been able to do in a long 
time.” 


Campbell became the un¬ 
official face of organ donation 
in Canada after attracting ce¬ 
lebrity endorsements for her 
cause, including from singer 
Justin Bieber, whose tweets set 
the campaign alight, and TV 
host Ellen DeGeneres. 

The response has been a 
significant increase in people 
signing up to be organ donors 
in places as far-flung as Louisi¬ 
ana and Australia. 

“It just took the right stoiy 
to get through to people,” said 
Campbell, who vowed to keep 
up her advocacy for organ do¬ 
nation. 

Waiting for the new lungs 
was incredibly difficult, Camp¬ 


bell said, noting many people 
die before a suitable organ can 
be found. 

Campbell said she was curi¬ 
ous as to whose lungs she re¬ 
ceived, but said it would be up 
to the donor’s family to decide 
if they wanted contact with 
her. 

Her fervent wish, she said, 
was that they know the extent 
of her gratitude. 

“My hope is that someone 
will somehow let them know 
how thankful I am — that 
through their loss I have life,” 
said Campbell, who takes 54 
pills a day, partly to stave off re¬ 
jection of the new organs. 

“Eveiy time I take those 


meds, I think of that family.” 

Campbell said her “darkest 
moment” came immediately 
after the operation, when her 
body began rejecting the new 
lungs and she developed an in¬ 
fection. 

She blamed herself for “not 
doing enough” until her father 
encouraged her with words 
he used to say when she was 
a child: “A little Helene won’t 
give up.” 

There has been no turning 
back. “It’s not always been rain¬ 
bows and butterflies,” she said. 

“The support I received 
worldwide has been enough to 
keep me going.”

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CP Rail customers look for 
alternatives during strike 


Companies that rely on Can¬ 
adian Pacific Railway to move 
their products across the coun¬ 
try were looking at their al¬ 
ternatives on Day 2 of a walkout 
by 4,800 employees. 

CP suspended all freight 
shipments in Canada — affect¬ 
ing oil, coal, automotive, fer¬ 
tilizer and lumber industries, 
among others — after workers 
represented by the Teamsters 
Canada Rail Conference went 
on strike early Wednesday. 

Cenovus Energy Inc. moves 
about 2,000 barrels of oil per 
day by rail from its Bakken 
fields in Saskatchewan. That’s 
not a lot for a company that pro¬ 
duced 156,850 barrels per day 
during its most recent quarter. 

Still, the oil company says 
it has felt a hit due to the CP 
strike. 

“We have been affected,” 



spokeswoman Jessica Wil¬ 
kinson said Thursday. “In the 
meantime, we’re looking to se¬ 
cure pipeline capacity to move 
that oil.” 

Fertilizer producers have 
few, if any, fallback options, 
said transportation consultant 
Tom Maville, who works with 
the Canadian Fertilizer Insti¬ 


tute. 

Last year 28 million tonnes 
of fertilizer were produced in 
Canada, most of which was 
transported to market by rail. 

Potash trains can stretch 
more than two kilometres in 
length. It would take two and 
a half trucks to move what a 
single railcar can, said Maville. 

Maville said there’s limited 
storage capacity at the potash 
mines and at the ports, espe¬ 
cially since it’s the height of 
Canada’s growing season. 

“In veiy short time there’s 
going to be nowhere to put the 
product, which means you shut 
down mines, you close down 
plants and you lay off people,” 
he said. 

“That is a worst-case scenar¬ 
io, but that is the reality of what 
could happen here.”

Norway massacre 


If found sane, 
killer will not 
appeal verdict 

The Norwegian right-wing 
extremist who has admit¬ 
ted to killing 77 people in 
a massacre last year said 
Thursday that he doesn’t 
plan to appeal the verdict 
if an Oslo court deems 
him sane. 

Two psychological 
examinations carried out 
before the 10-weelc trial 
reached opposite conclu¬ 
sions on whether Anders 
Breivik is psychotic — the 
key issue to be resolved 
during the trial, which 
began in mid-April. 

Breivik has confessed 
to the July 22 massacre 
when he gunned down 
69 people at a youth 
retreat on Utoya island 
after setting off a bomb 
in central Oslo that killed 
eight others. But he 
denies criminal guilt for 
the rampage, saying the 
victims had betrayed their 
country by embracing im¬ 
migration. 

“If I’m found sane, 

I have no grounds to 
appeal,” the 33-year old 
suspect said at the end of 
Thursday’s proceedings in

Man confesses. After 
33 years, case of 
first missing kid on 
a milk carton may 
at last have an ending 


A New York City law-enforce¬ 
ment official said Thursday 
that a man has told police 
that he suffocated Etan Patz, 
the six-year-old boy whose 
disappearance on his way to 
school in 1979 helped give 
rise to the missing-children’s 
movement that put young¬ 
sters’ faces on milk cartons. 

Pedro Hernandez was 
picked up late Wednesday in 
New Jersey, according to a 
law-enforcement official, and 
was being questioned Thurs¬ 
day by the Manhattan district 
attorney’s office. 

Hernandez worked at 
a convenience store in the 
downtown Manhattan neigh¬ 



bourhood in which Patz and 
his parents lived, and moved 
to New Jersey shortly after the 
boy disappeared 33 years ago, 
according to a second law-en¬ 
forcement official. He has been 


tied to the case in the past, and 
investigators recently received 
a phone call that tipped them 
off to him, the officials said. 

Hernandez said he suffo¬ 
cated the boy, then put the 
body in a box, walked down 
the street and left the box in 
an alley, the first official said. 
No body or box has been re¬ 
covered, and Hernandez has 
not been charged. 

Investigators said they 
were still trying to confirm 
details of the man’s story. The 
development came just be¬ 
fore the Friday anniversary of 
Etan’s disappearance, when 
detectives typically receive a 
landslide of hoaxes and false 
leads. 

“Let me caution you that 
there’s still a lot of investi¬ 
gating to do,” Mayor Michael 
Bloomberg said. 

A woman who answered 
the door at Hernandez’s Ma¬ 
ple Shade, N.J., home con¬ 
firmed he was in custody.

Montreal rally. 

Arrests mar 30th march 
since protest against 
tuition-fee increases 
began more than three 
months ago 


Surreal scenes of mass arrests 
in various parts of Quebec, 
with over 650 people rounded 
up in different cities for a var¬ 
iety of reasons, have spurred 
a new attempt at resolving a 
dispute that has catapulted the 
province onto international 
news pages. 

The provincial education 
minister said Thursday that 
she expected to hold a “veiy, 
veiy important” meeting with 
student groups, likely early 
next week, after having had 
positive discussions over the 
phone. 

Restoring order in time for 
the tourist-filled festival sea¬ 
son, which starts in only a few 
weeks, appears a monumental 
task given the events that un¬ 
folded in the wee hours. 

A peaceful evening march 
that began Wednesday even¬ 


ing with people festively bang¬ 
ing pots and pans ended with 
police using the controversial 
“kettling” tactic on a crowd of 
demonstrators and arresting 
518 people in Montreal. Scores 
of others were arrested else¬ 
where in the province. 


“Six-hundred-fifty-one — 
that’s the number of arrests 
yesterday ... of ordinary cit¬ 
izens, men, women, young 
people arrested because they 
wanted to voice their oppos¬ 
ition to decisions of the Lib¬ 
eral regime,” PQ Leader Pau¬ 


line Marois said, calling it the 
worst social crisis in Quebec’s 
history.

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U.S. cuts aid to 
Pakistan after 
doctor’s arrest 


Congressional anger. 

Funding to Islamabad 
cut after doctor who 
helped locate bin 
Laden is sentenced 
for high treason 


A Senate panel expressed its 
outrage Thursday over Pak¬ 
istan’s conviction of a doctor 
who helped the United States 
track down Osama bin Laden, 
voting to cut aid to Islamabad 
by $33 million — $1 million 
for every year of the phys¬ 
ician’s 33-year sentence for 
high treason. 

The punitive move came 
on top of deep reductions the 
appropriations committee al¬ 
ready had made to President 
Barack Obama’s budget re¬ 
quest for Pakistan, a reflection 
of the growing congressional 
anger over its co-operation 
in combating terrorism. The 
overall foreign-aid budget for 
next year had slashed more 
than half of the proposed as¬ 


sistance and threatened fur¬ 
ther reductions if Islamabad 
failed to open overland sup¬ 
ply routes to U.S.-led NATO 
forces in Afghanistan. 

Republican Sen. Lindsey 
Graham called Pakistan “a 
schizophrenic ally,” helping 
the United States at one turn, 
but then aiding the Haqqani 
network, which has claimed 
responsibility for several at¬ 
tacks on Americans. The 
group also has ties to al-Qaida 
and the Taliban. 

“It’s Alice in Wonderland 
at best,” said Sen. Patrick 
Leahy, a Democrat. “If this is 
co-operation, I’d hate like hell 
to see opposition.” 

Pushing aside any diplo¬ 
matic talk, Republicans and 
Democrats criticized Pakistan 
a day after the conviction in 
Pakistan of Shakil Afridi. 

The doctor ran a vaccina¬ 
tion program for the CIA to 
collect DNA and verify bin 
Laden’s presence at the com¬ 
pound in Abbottabad where 
U.S. commandos found and 
killed the al-Qaida leader in 
May 2011. the associated press 


A Texas man convicted of try¬ 
ing to sneak out of the U.S. to 
give al-Qaida restricted military 
documents, GPS equipment 
and money was sentenced 
Thursday to 20 years in prison 
— the maximum he could re¬ 
ceive. 

Barry Walter Bujol Jr., a 
U.S. citizen, was convicted in 
November on charges of at¬ 
tempting to provide material 
support to a foreign terrorist 
organization and aggravated 
identity theft. 

Bujol told the judge he 
never wanted to hurt anyone. 

Prosecutors said Bujol 


sought to join al-Qaida and 
provide it with money, two 
restricted-access army manuals 
related to U.S. drones and GPS 
equipment. He was arrested in 
May 2010 after he used fake 
identification to sneak into a 
Houston port and board a ship 
bound for the Middle East. 

The 31-year-old said he 
never intended to harm the 
United States or any American 
citizens, and that he had want¬ 
ed to leave the country was be¬ 
cause he was displeased with 
U.S. foreign policy, particularly 
drone attacks.

A federal judge in Los An¬ 
geles has ruled that the Ger¬ 
man mother of a serial arson 
suspect should be extradited 
from the United States to 
face numerous fraud char¬ 
ges.

Dorothee Burkhart con¬ 
tended she needed to help 
her son’s defence.

Chemical castration 
for sex offender 

South Korea plans to 
chemically castrate a sex 
offender convicted of re¬ 
peated crimes against chil¬ 
dren, the country’s first 
use of the punishment, 
officials said Thursday.

Safety concerns have prompt¬ 
ed a change in venue for the 
case of a man charged in the 
slaughter of 56 sled dogs near 
Whistler, B.C., two years ago.

Tough negotiations between 
Iran and world powers over 
Tehran’s nuclear program 
ended Thursday with a plan 
to meet next month for an¬ 
other round of talks but 
agreement on little else. 

The open channels be¬ 
tween Iran and the six-nation 
bloc — the five permanent 
Security Council members 
plus Germany — are seen as 
the most hopeful chances of 
outreach between Washing¬ 
ton and Tehran in years. 

They also could push back 
threats of military action 
that have shaken oil markets 
and brought worries of trig¬ 



gering a wider Middle East 
conflict. 

European Union foreign- 
policy chief Catherine Ash¬ 
ton said both sides agreed to 
continue the discussions on 
June 18 and 19 in Moscow in 


hopes of a breakthrough on 
international concerns about 
the Islamic Republic’s ability 
to build atomic weapons. 

The announcement 

capped two days of negotia¬ 
tions in Baghdad, where at 
times it appeared Tehran 
would withdraw from the 
talks. 

Meanwhile, Yulciya 

Amano, director general of 
the International Atomic 
Energy Agency, says he has 
reached a deal with Iran on 
probing suspected work on 
nuclear weapons. The agree¬ 
ment will be signed soon. 

Israeli leaders have been 
critical of the talks, claim¬ 
ing it allows Iran to buy time 
and drive a wedge between 
Washington and Jerusalem. 

On Wednesday, Israeli De¬ 
fence Minister Ehud Barak 
said even possible moves by 
Iran to open its nuclear facili¬ 
ties to inspection don’t rule 
out a military strike.

New El rules take aim at frequent users 



Unemployment.

Ottawa is tightening employ¬ 
ment-insurance eligibility with 
new rules that hit repeat claim¬ 
ants hardest, but will force all 
on the system to accept lower- 
paying jobs. 

The government says it will 
put strict definitions on what 
constitutes “suitable employ¬ 
ment” and what the unem¬ 
ployed must do to find a job in 
order to get off El. 

The new rules are expected 
to be in effect early in 2013. 

Human Resources Minister 
Diane Finley said the intent of 
changes is to get Canadians off 
El and on to jobs for which they 
are qualified. 

“These changes are not 
about forcing people to accept 
work outside their own area 
nor about taking jobs for which 
they are not suited.” 

But NDP critic Peggy Nash 


accused the government of 
blaming the unemployed for 
the poor economy. 

“What we heard today is the 
minister scapegoating unem¬ 
ployed Canadians ... that they 
are not trying hard enough to 


find work,” she said, pointing 
out that currently only 40 per 
cent of the unemployed are re¬ 
ceiving benefits. 

The changes create three 
categories of unemployment 
with a sliding scale of expecta¬ 


tions for jobs people must 
accept — depending on how 
often they have collected bene¬ 
fits in the past, and the length 
they are currently on EL 

Long-tenured workers, 
mostly employed over the past 


10 years, can refuse a job out¬ 
side their usual occupation that 
doesn’t pay at least 90 per cent 
of their previous hourly wage. 

However, even this category 
of worker must lower expecta¬ 
tions after 18 weeks on the sys¬ 
tem and accept any “similar oc¬ 
cupation” within the industry 
that pays at least 80 per cent of 
their previous scale. 

Frequent El claimants, who 
have been on the system at 
least three times for a total 
of 60 weeks over the past five 
years, will be expected to take a 
similar job that pays at least 80 
per cent of their previous wage 
rate. After six weeks, claimants 
will have to take any job for 
which they are qualified, even 
if it is not in the same field, at 
70 per cent of the previous pay. 

“Occasional claimants” 
must accept work paying at 
least 90 per cent of their previ¬ 
ous scale in the first six weeks, 
80 per cent in the next 12 
weeks and 70 per cent after 
18 weeks on benefits. The ma¬ 
jority of claimants — 58 per 
cent — fall in this “occasional” 
category, Finley said.

Survey. Canadians warm 
to economic prospects 


Canadians are warming to 
signs of improvement in the 
economy, according to the 
latest survey by international 
business consultancy TNS. 

TNS said Thursday that its 
overall consumer-confidence 
index jumped more than 
three points to 98.8 in May 
from 95.4 in April. 

“It seems that Canadians 
have woken up about the 
economy and are liking what 
they see,” said Norman Bail- 
lie-David, vice-president of 
TNS in Canada and director 
of the marketing and social- 
research firm’s monthly 


tracking study. 

“Since the beginning of 
the year, confidence has been 
flat, or just waffling up and 
down as Canadians didn’t 
seem to be preoccupied with 
economic concerns,” Baillie- 
David added. 

“This most recent and sig¬ 
nificant jump bodes well for 
the summer months.” 

The consumer-confidence 
index tracks Canadians’ at¬ 
titudes about the economy 
each month and is part of a 
global study conducted by 
TNS in 18 countries. 
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Credit-rating agency DBRS 
said Thursday that average 
Canadian households can 
withstand a catastrophic 
drop in home prices, but 
warned that a rise in un¬ 
employment would be a 
greater concern. 

The agency said a 40 per 
cent drop in prices or ris¬ 
ing interest rates would 
put pressure on Canadian 
households, but not have a 
large impact on mortgage 
defaults. 

“However, a combina¬ 
tion of higher interest 
rates, lower property values 
and a drastic increase in 
unemployment would be of 
great concern as mortgage 
defaults are closely related 
to employment and individ¬ 
ual family situations,” DBRS 


‘Three DV 


"Households (are) vulner¬ 
able to cash-flow shock 
and credit problems from 
the occurrence of any of 
the three 'DV — disabil¬ 
ity, divorce and dismiss¬ 
al.” DBRS in a report 

said in a report. 

“If unemployment 

spikes, many financially 
stretched households will be 
forced to sell their homes, 
putting greater downward 
pressure on house prices 
and turning many people 
into both house poor and 
cash poor.” 

The report comes amid 


continuing warnings from 
Bank of Canada governor 
Mark Carney and federal Fi¬ 
nance Minister Jim Flaherty 
that higher interest rates 
are just a matter of time 
and Canadians need to en¬ 
sure they don’t get in over 
their heads with loans and 
mortgages. 

DBRS said that faster 
debt accumulation relative 
to the economy as a whole 
or average household in¬ 
come have driven up both 
home prices and borrowing. 

The result has been re¬ 
duced housing affordability, 
with pressure on day-to-day 
cash flow for average Can¬ 
adian households, leaving 
them little room to deal 
with unexpected expenses.

While working on his new 
film The Samaritan, actor 
Luke Kirby found a novel 
way to shake off the heavi¬ 
ness of the day’s shooting. 

“I found the experience of 
playing Ethan a bit heavy,” 
he says. “No matter what you 
tell yourself, it has some sort 
of impact on you. You sort 
of have to mark the time 
you’re there and mark the 
time that you’re out in some 
way. Whatever it is. Like go¬ 
ing to McDonald’s for break¬ 
fast. Which is what it was for 
me because we were doing 
night shoots. That was how I 
stepped out.” 

Kirby plays a vengeful con 
man eager to learn the ropes 
from his criminal father’s 


former partner. That man, 
Foley, is played by one of Kir¬ 
by’s idols, Samuel L. Jackson. 

“He is so iconic and em¬ 
bedded in my memory from 
when I was becoming a fan 
of film,” Kirby says. 

“He shows up in all these 
movies. He’s there in Do the 
Right Thing. He’s there in 
Jurassic Park. Pulp Fiction. 
All these films that were 


coming out around that 
time, so I look up to him a 
great deal in that regard. 

“It was a little bit nerve- 
wracking to meet him, but 
he is such a hard worker and 
so ready to work and such 
a nice man and so playful, 
that very quickly it became a 
partnership of trying to shed 
light on whoever these char¬ 
acters are.” 


But shedding light on a 
character who exists in the 
moral shadows was difficult 
for Kirby. 

“I was sort of left a bit 
troubled by the character of 
Ethan,” he says. “He’s a bit 
disturbing and I couldn’t 
really grasp what his motives 
were because his actions are 
so questionable. I think that 
is what really pulled me in. It 
made my brain feel all tricky 
so I wanted to get in there 
and figure out what was 
wrong with this kid.” 

The Samaritan is a puz¬ 
zle, a complex story of eight 
million dollars, ex-cons, 
con games and murder all 
wedged between layers of 
lies and double-crosses. 

“I was impressed with how 
(director David Weaver) was 
able to make a film that was 
tonally and visually very dark 
and yet not have it weighted 
down or become heavy. 

“You don’t want to give 
away the game,” Kirby con¬ 
tinues. “That was sort of the 
dance of it. I’m glad it comes 
across.”

With Snow White and the 
Huntsman, starring Kristen 
Stewart and Charlize Theron, 
hitting theatres on June 1, 
Hollywood has effectively re¬ 
established its love affair with 
the faiiy tale.

Santigold became cemented 
into the lore of summer music 
three years ago. It all started 
when an eccentric guy dancing 
alone on a patch of grass far 
away from the stage at the Sas- 
quatch Music Festival attracted 
hundreds of ecstatic revelers 
to join him, and eventually 5.9 
million viewers on YouTube. All 
the while, singer Santi White 
was chanting a triumphant 
chorus of “I’ve got to be unstop¬ 
pable.” 

“That was amazing,” says 
White, reflecting back on the 
moment. “When we were on¬ 
stage, we noticed something 
far off in the distance and just 
saw this huge part of the crowd 
running across the field, and I 
remember afterward we were 
like, ‘Did you see that? What 
happened?’ And then when 
somebody sent it to me on You¬ 
Tube I couldn’t believe it. I’ve 
heard that the video has been 
used in leadership classes.” 

This moment is a good 
metaphor for everything that 
the music of Santigold repre¬ 
sents. The songs are playful and 
fun, but they are firmly rooted 
in the notion of spreading posi¬ 
tivity. 

Releasing a self-titled debut 
in 2009, Santigold toured for 
two years and built a loyal fol¬ 
lowing, so that when she re¬ 
leased her sophomore album, 
Master of My Make-Believe ear¬ 
lier this month, the response 
was not entirely unlike the dan¬ 
cers running across the field to 
join in on the fun. 

“It’s great as an artist, start¬ 
ing out, to just spend some 
time building a fan base,” she 
says. “I was really grateful that 
the demand was there for so 
long.” 

The live show is equally de¬ 
serving of that demand, with 
its cross of high energy and

high camp. Robotic backup 
singers flank White and occa¬ 
sionally bust into funny, old- 
school dance moves. Backup 
musicians wear rubber flat-top 
wigs, making them look like 
comic book versions of ancient 
Egyptians. Oh, and there’s also 
a two-person horsey that comes 
out to dance. 

“I just closed my eyes one 
day and I saw lassos and a 
horse, and I was like, ‘We need 
lassos and a horse!’ and every¬ 
body looked at me like I was 
crazy,” she says of the eureka 
moment. “And then me and 
my girls went online and we 
found this cool horse outfit and 
we were like, ‘That’s the one!’ I 
wanted it to be theatrical in a 
veiy do-it-yourself sort of way, 
like a high school play.” 

Master of My Make-Believe 
opens in a call to arms, with 
the song, GO! against electronic 
pulses and jungle drums, Santi 
White sings about how haters 
have tried to steal her power 
away, “but they couldn’t take 
it.” 

“There’s truth to all of these 
songs,” she says, “and this one 
is just watching people in the 
super mainstream pick and 
choose and take bits of what’s 
going on in the underground. 
... Also, that song is kind of like 
a tongue-in-cheek fun song. 
They’re land of like n 
songs for me, w’ 
need to be like, 

Especially when you’re 
ing on a new record, and you 
really don’t feel like that.

Hatfields & McCoys. 
Kevin Costner steps 
into role of patriarch, 
facing off with a rival 
American family 
during the bloody, 
brutal Civil War era 


He’s built an Oscar-winning 
career on memorable roles in 
period dramas ranging from 
crime capers to westerns and 
political thrillers. Now, Kevin 
Costner is stepping into the 
shoes of yet another real-life 
figure rooted in American folk¬ 
lore. 

Following big-screen por¬ 
trayals of federal agent Eliot 
Ness and gunslinger Wyatt 
Earp, the Oscar winner is head¬ 
ing to TV for Hatfields & Mc¬ 
Coys, which chronicles the in¬ 
famous feud between the two 
rival American families. 

Costner and Bill Paxton (Big 
Love) portray patriarchs of the 
duelling clans in the three-part 
miniseries which debuts Mon¬ 
day at 8 p.m. on History Tele¬ 
vision. Costner, who starred in 
the political thriller JFK and Cu¬ 
ban Missile Crisis docudrama 
Thirteen Days, said he doesn’t 
mind “dabbling” in American 
histoiy, nor does he feel bound 
by any genre. 

“I feel an affinity for my 
own country, for the history, 
and like to tell it in a robust 
way,” he said in a recent confer¬ 
ence call with reporters. 

“It doesn’t necessarily mean 
that the subject is in vogue. My 
land of great joy has been to be 
a storyteller,” he added. 

He also feels added respon¬ 
sibility portraying real-life fig¬ 
ures, saying he doesn’t want to 
“make them a clown”. 

“My dad told me one time, 
he said: ‘Kevin, you know...

when you knock somebody 
down, you should be sure that 
somewhere, you’re knocking 
down someone else’s hero,”’ 
Costner recalled. “And it al¬ 
ways informed me about how I 
thought about people, and not 
to be so quick. 

“I want to try to give an 
honest portrayal of a guy liv¬ 
ing in that time. I didn’t want 
to sugarcoat him. But we don’t 
think it’s beyond him to look 


at those guys in the firing line 
and say: ‘Harden your hearts.’ 
He’s basically asking young 
men who knew each other to 
shoot.” 

Costner plays “Devil” Anse 
Hatfield opposite Paxton’s 
Randall McCoy, with the film 
documenting mounting ten¬ 
sions between their families 
living along the Kentucky-West 
Virginia border. Conflicts arise 
over everything from a legal 
dispute over land rights to the 
theft of a pig, with blood boil¬ 
ing over — and spilling — on 
both sides. 

Costner said there can be 
parallels drawn between dis¬ 
putes individuals have within 
their own lives to the bitter 
battle that is endured between 
the feuding families. 


“Sometimes when we look 
at this period we start to think 
of these as people with funny 
hats and funny beards, and 
gosh, they had a feud that last¬ 
ed into the next century over a 
pig. And we know that, clearly, 
people fight over views. 

“Somebody raises a fence, 
raises a hedge, takes a tree 
down and it’s somebody who 
is our neighbour — suddenly 
we’re in litigation with (them) 
the next 15 years. So pettiness 
has existed in all centuries.” 

Costner said it’s also dif¬ 
ficult to understand the 
wounds that came with the 
Civil War — which serves as 
the backdrop of the stoiy — 
and the lingering effects on 
those beyond the front lines.

Straight-Up Deviled 
Eggs. Elizabeth Karmel 
shares her classic 
recipe for a fave 


When I think about summer, 
I think about deviled eggs. Be¬ 
ginning with Easter and going 
straight through September, 
just about every activity—from 
camping and cookouts to beach 
vacations — can be enhanced 
by a plate of deviled eggs. 

It’s really just a matter of 
swapping the garnish to fit the 
activity or mood. 

If I am feeling down-homey, 
I add pimento cheese to my 
basic deviled egg mixture. If I 
want to spice it up, I add pureed 
chipotle. For the right occasion 
I’ll even get a little fancy and 
top deviled eggs with caviar. 

Still, no matter how good 
embellished deviled eggs are, 
my favourite remains what I 
call “straight-up deviled eggs.” 
They are as advertised — classic 
and simple. One of the beauties 
of deviled eggs is how well they

travel. That’s why I call them 
party eggs. 

1 .Fill large bowlwithcoldwater. 

2. Place eggs in a large sauce¬ 
pan and cover with cold water. 
Bring to a boil, cover, then 
turn off the heat. Let the eggs 
sit for 15 minutes. Drain the 
eggs, then transfer them to 
the bowl of cold water. Let 


them sit for about 10 minutes, 
or until cool to the touch. 

3. Carefully peel eggs, keeping 
the whites intact. Cut in half 
across the middle or lengthwise, 
depending on your desired final 
presentation. Use your fingers 
or a small spoon to gently scoop 
out the yolks into a medium 
bowl. Set the whites aside on 
a platter or deviled egg plate, 
then cover and refrigerate. 

4. Use a fork to mash the 
yolks until all large pieces are 
broken up and smooth. Add 
the mayonnaise, butter, mus¬ 
tard, lemon zest and juice, gar¬ 
lic powder and hot sauce. Stir 
well. Taste and season with salt. 
Transfer the mixture to a pas¬ 
try bag or plastic zip-close bag 


and refrigerate overnight. 

5. Just before serving, snip 
off the tip of the piping bag 
(or one of the bottom corners 
of a zip-close bag) and squeeze 
the deviled egg mixture into 
the egg whites. Alternatively, 
you can use a small spoon to 
fill the egg white “boats” with 
the yolk mixture, but the 
presentation is less attractive. 
Sprinkle the eggs with 
smoked paprika for clas¬ 
sic eggs, or chives for a 
fancier version. Serve

Age not a factor 
for world junior 
team coach 

Although Nathan 
MacKinnon’s young age 
makes him ineligible for 
August’s Canada-Russia 
Challenge, it ultimately 
won’t hurt his bid to make 
the Canadian world junior 
team, according to the head 
coach. 

The 16-year-old Halifax 
Mooseheads superstar was 
one of the most high- 
profile names not invited to 
last December’s Canadian 
selection camp. At the time, 
head scout Kevin Prender- 
gast cited age as the biggest 
reason for the exclusion. 

But head coach Steve 
Spott — who will work 
together with Prendergast 
to form the roster — was 
emphatic on Thursday that 
age won’t be a part of his 
criteria. 

“I can’t be clear enough 
— age is not a factor,” Steve 
Spott said at a press confer¬ 
ence in Halifax during his 
first official day on the job. 

“Trust me. Age is not a 
factor. We will take the best 
(22) players.” 

Spott, who coaches the 
Ontario Hockey League’s 
Kitchener Rangers, said he 
has had numerous conver¬ 
sations with Prendergast 
and the two of them are 
on the same page on the 
matter. 

MacKinnon, who turns 
17 in September, is ranked 
No. 1 for the 2013 NHL 
draft by Red Line Report. 

He was co-MVP of the 
Mooseheads last season, 
along with goaltender Zach 
Fucale, and led the team in 
scoring with 78 points in 58 
games. 

Spott said he has not 
yet had any conversations 
about specific candidates 
for the team. 

But with the world 
juniors being held in Ufa, 
Russia, he already knows 
exactly what skill he covets 
the most — and it’s good 
news for the fleet-footed 
MacKinnon. 

“We’ve got to be able 
to skate, I can tell you that 
right now,” Spott said. 
“We’re going over to an 
Olympic-sized rink and 
we’re gonna have to have 
kids who can skate.”

Hockey Canada is standing 
by the rule that prevents 
Nathan MacKinnon from 
playing in the Canada-Rus¬ 
sia Challenge in his home¬ 
town in August — but also 
isn’t closing the door to a 
last-minute change. 

At a press conference in 
Halifax on Thursday, world 
junior head coach Steve 
Spott and senior director 
of hockey operations Scott 
Salmond talked at length 
about a long-standing policy 
that requires underage play¬ 
ers to represent Canada at 
the under-18 level before 
participating in the summer 
under-20 evaluation events. 

“I wouldn’t want to rule 


out anything,” S almond 
said. 

Spott added: “I’ve learn¬ 
ed a long time ago to never 
say never. We’ll see how this 
all plays out.” 

News that MacKinnon 
wouldn’t be allowed to 
play in the Canada-Russia 
Challenge first broke on 
metronews.ca on Wednes¬ 
day. The four-game primer 
for the IIHF world junior 
championship features 
stops at the Metro Centre 
on Aug. 13 and 14 and has 
replaced Hockey Canada’s 
traditional summer evalua¬ 
tion camp. 

Hockey Canada’s policy 
dictates that MacKinnon 
will instead try to win a spot 
on the national under-18 
team and play for Canada’s 
fifth straight gold medal at 
the Ivan Hlinlca Memorial 
Tournament in Slovakia and 
the Czech Republic from 
Aug. 13 to 18. 

“We think that’s the best 
experience for those (under¬ 
age) players,” Salmond said. 
“Right now it’s our policy. 
Certainly we review policies 
as we go, but ... the discus¬ 
sion right now is that as an 
underage player, we would

Although some fans are

gible to play in the Subway 
Super Series in the fall and 
can be invited to the final 
world junior evaluation 
camp in December. 

When asked whether 
the Hlinlca will be a better 
experience for MacKinnon 
than the Canada-Russia 
Challenge, Salmond said 
“that’s debatable.” 

“Certainly it’s a tremen¬ 
dous development oppor¬ 
tunity for him to go over¬ 
seas with his peers to play in 
a tournament format where 
there’s a gold medal on the 
line, where he’s going to be 
relied on to be a big part of 
that team,” Salmond said. 

Although the roster for 
the Canada-Russia Chal¬ 
lenge will be named in the 
next few weeks, Spott said 
his group has not yet decid¬ 
ed how many players will be 
selected. 

“Those are the logistics 
we have to work through,” 
Spott said. 

A mini-camp will be held 
in Toronto starting Aug. 1 
and the series opens in Yaro¬ 
slavl, Russia, with games on 
Aug. 9 and 10.

Perjury trial. David Segui 
says McNamee told him 
about Clemens’ ‘darts’ 


David Segui remembered 
“darts” but not dates. 

The former major leaguer 
testified for the prosecution 
Thursday in the Roger Clemens 
perjury trial, and he would have 
made a much better witness if 
he kept a better mental calen¬ 
dar. As it was, Segui was able 
to recall one specific moment 
that helped the government’s 
case: A telephone conversation 
he says he had with Clemens’ 
strength coach 11 years ago. 

“He mentioned that he had 
kept darts to get his wife off his 
back,” Segui said. 

Segui echoed the testimony 
of the six-week-old trial’s key 
witness. Brian McNamee told 
the jury last week that he saved 
a needle and other materi¬ 
als from an alleged steroids 
injection of Clemens in 2001. 
McNamee testified he was try¬ 
ing to allay his wife’s fears he 
would take all the blame if the 
drug use was discovered. 

“He mentioned that the re¬ 
lationship between Brian and 
Roger had put stress on his mar¬ 
ried life,” said Segui, recalling 
other parts of the conversation. 


Segui, who has acknow¬ 
ledged using performance¬ 
enhancing drugs during his 15- 
year baseball career with seven 
teams, wasn’t allowed to say 
that “darts” means “needles.” 
The judge ruled that the jurors 
will have to make that assump¬ 
tion themselves — unless Mc¬ 
Namee were to return to the 
stand to explain. 

Segui, who became friends 
with McNamee when they met 
in Toronto during the 1999 
season, also wasn’t allowed to 
relate a similar “darts” conver¬ 
sation because he couldn’t re¬ 
member when it happened. 

“I’m not good with dates. I 
don’t log my life,” said Segui, 
who also couldn’t remember at 
what point during the ’99 sea¬ 
son he was traded from Seattle 
to Toronto. 

Clemens is charged with 
lying to Congress in 2008 when 
he denied using steroids and 
human growth hormone. Mc¬ 
Namee says he injected Clem¬ 
ens with both substances and 
saved some of the waste from 
the 2001 injection in a beer can.
